McCarthy noted that the Sen­ 
ate, unv oting - to ijwostfgate -frnr 
charges of Reds in the State De­ 
partment, gav e the inquiry com­ 
mittee power to subpoena the 
loyalty files of persons against 
whom he brought charges. 
The Senate, McCarthy added in 
his telegram to the President, 
“was not requesting from you a 
fav or which you hav e the right 
to withhold, but rather was de­ 
manding the information which 
the Congress is entitled to under 
the Constitution,” He added: 
“It should be significant to you 
that not ev en one Democrat v oted 
against the resolution prov iding 
for the subpoena of the files.” 
McCarthy’s wire appeared to 
giv e the impression 
that 
Mr. 
Truman has ignored a subpoena 
for the files. The committee has 
not issued one so far.. 
Senator Hickenlooper of Iowa, 
one of the Republican members, 
has demanded that the subpoena 
power be used. 
Tydings has said he prefers to 
try first to get the records on a 
v oluntary basis. He has said he 
will resort to a subpoena if that 
fails, but he also has declared 
that all legal precedent is against 
forcing the President td yield the 
files.

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In Defiance Of Congress 
TF ATTEMPTS to block the Tru man administra- 
tion’s scheme to get rid of Robert N. Denham, 
general cou nsel for NLRB, are u nsu ccessfu l, Con­ 
gress will lose a skirmish in a historical battle. 
From the beginning of constitu tional govern­ 
ment in this cou ntry, the legislative branches 
have been locked in a stru ggle for su premacy. 
That was the intent of the fou nding fathers, that 
was what they had in mind when they set u p a 
government of coordinate powers. They wanted 
to be su re that no other branch of the government 
cou ld ride rou ghshod over the others. 
Under the Wagner Act, the execu tive branch 
did ride rou ghshod over Congress. 
One of the 
pu rposes of the Taft-Hartley Act, which created 
Denham’s job and made it independent of NLRB, 
was to u ndo the mischief of a biased execu tive 
agency which frequ ently had acted contrary to 
the intent of Congress. 
It is pu blic policy, as embodied in the Taft- 
Hartley Act, to cu rb the arbitrary power of 
NLRB. 
General Cou nsel Denham has been the 
instru ment of that policy. The Tru man admin­ 
istration now seeks to remove him, in the gu ise 
of carrying ou t the Hoover plan of execu tive 
reorganization. 
If Congress knu ckles u nder, it 
will cu rb its own coordinate prestige in the con­ 
stitu tional plan of government. 


Spring Maneuvers In Italy 
TTALY’S latest general-strike demonstration has 
accomplished what it was intended to do. 
It has proved to the civil and military au thor­ 
ities that they are at the mercy of a half-hidden 
Commu nist au thority which has no official sanc­ 
tion, yet can u pset Italy’s economy at will. That 
is the obviou s pu rpose of the Cominform’s spring 
maneu vers in Italy, ju st as it was the obviou s pu r­ 
pose of similar maneu vers in France recently. 
The tool for these demonstrations abroad is 
the labor-u nion movement, key target of all Com­ 
mu nist offensives to captu re u nau thorized control 
of a cou ntry’s existence. It has been the key target 
in the United States. Bu t in this cou ntry there is 
a difference. 
* 
For the record, labor u nions here are either 
free from Commu nist control, or breaking away 
from it. Yet, nothing in France or Italy has equ aled 
the recent coal strike. And there is no comparison 
between their one-way demonstrations and strikes 
in the United States which throw thou sands of 
people ou t of work for months at a time. 
It is comforting to be told that these sledge­ 
hammer blows at the United States are in no way 
connected with the Cominform; that they 
are 
homegrown, certified produ cts of American col­ 
lective bargaining. Bu t they mu st make the Com- 
inform’s strategists feel like pikers. 


. Second- Thought Department 
\ BRIGHT SPOT on the horizon is a growing 
tendency in making pu blic decisions to take 
second thou ght. 
The tendency even has popped 
u p in the field of nu clear fission. At least one 
qu alified expert in the field now dou bts that the 
United States can bu ild the dreaded hydrogen 
bomb. Many others dou bt that it shou ld even try 
to bu ild one. 
An official second-thou ght department in the 
national government cou ld have averted su ch 
blu nders as those which encou raged Ru ssian ex­ 
pansion, postwar inflation, the present predica­ 
ment of the State Department, and the nagging 
problem of getting rid of Commu nist infiltrates 


in places where they never shou ld have been al­ 
lowed to trespass. 
A second-thou ght department cou ld have ad­ 
vised the government abou t the obviou s risks in 
the veto provisions in the United Nations charter, 
in trying to stabilize wage rates at war-boom 
levels, and in letting the problem of military u ni­ 
fication get fou led u p with political horseplay. 
Whether or not the government wou ld have paid 
any attention to su ch a department’s advise is 
problematic. 
Bu t the advice wou ld have been 
hard to dismiss, becau se it wou ld have been non­ 
partisan. 
Every government « has advisers who are ex­ 
pected to give it the benefit of second thou ght on 
all major decisions. Bu t su ch advisers are u nder 
a handicap. They have no official statu s and can 
be dismissed if they disagree. An official depart­ 
ment of second thou ght, on the other hqnd, wou ld 
have responsibility for only one thing—the gen­ 
eral welfare. The idea is too far-fetched to be 
pu t into practice bu t sou nd enou gh to be worth a 
second thou ght on those frequ ent occasions when 
second-thinking cou ld avert costly blu nders. 


Did It In Spite of Him 
T>ACK in the mid-19 40’s Henry Wallace was u p 
for confirmation in the Senate as Secretary 
of Commerce. Qu ite a few people were against 
him and the general debate was hot. 
Wallace had written a book entitled, “Sixty 
Million Jobs.” Therefore many of his su pporter;* 
took the view that if you were against Henry, you 
were against 60,000,000 jobs for the American 
people. 
A vote against Wallace was a vote for 
u nemployment—so went this cu riou s argu ment. 
Well, Henry got the job bu t he didn’t keep it 
long. Despite his apparent deep concern for fu ll 
employment, there were other things that inter­ 
ested him more. He projected himself onto the 
global scene, leaving mere economic matters to 
lesser lights. 
And now— today—we look back su ddenly and 
realize that total employment in the United States 
averaged 60,100,000 jobs for the year 19 49 . Fu rth 
ermore, the best estimates indicate the 19 50 aver­ 
age will be somewhere arou nd 61,200,000. 
The amazing thing abou t this is that we man­ 
aged to do it withou t any help at all from good 
old Henry.

many renowned 
persons whose 
deformities have been forgotten 
in the shadow of their greatness. 
Philosophers, scientists, mu si­ 
cians, artists, have all cou nted 
among their ranks illu striou s 
cripples. The famou s Athenian 
philosopher, Socrates, had a de­ 
formity which inclu ded a mal­ 
formation of the shou lder. The 
philosophers Spinoza, Kant, Eras­ 
mu s, Schopenhau er and Neitzche 
were also afflicted. Plato was 
known to be a hu nchback. 
Among the deformed scientists 
was the famou s English chemist, 
Hu mphrey Davy, who had a limp. 
The English physicist, Robert 
Hooke, living in the seventeenth 
centu ry, was described as being 
Crooked and low in statu re, and 
probably su ffered from tu bercu ­ 
losis of the spine. 
Of the mu sicians, Mozart was 
deformed of body, probably du e 
to the softening of his bones from 
rickets as a child. George Fred­ 
erick Handel and Charles Gou ­ 
nod were both lame. 
Even on 
the stage cripples achieved fame. 
Sara Bernhardt lost one of her 
legs bu t this did not stop her 
stage career. David Garrick was 
known to have been deformed, 
thou gh ju st what was wrong is 
not clear. 
In the fields of arts and let­ 
ters, according to Ficarra, prom­ 
inent cripples abou nded. Sir Wal­ 
ter Scott had trou ble with one 
leg, probably as a resu lt of in­ 
fantile paralysis.

There have been famou s states­ 
men who were crippled. 
The 
first Frederick to be King 
of 
Pru ssia was a hu nchback. Kaiser 
Wilhelm of the first World War 
was born with an arm deformity. 
This is by no means a complete 
list of cripples who have achiev­ 
ed u nu su al prominence. 
Almost any physical deformity 
can be overcome by those who 
have the intelligence and grit to 
do so. 
Cripples shou ld not be 
pitied bu t rather encou raged and 
given the opportu nity to do what 
their ability allows them to do. 
Given the opportu nity they will 
perform their du ties efficiently 
and well and may go farther 
than others who are not handi­ 
capped. 


ONE REPORT has it that Mr. 
Acheson might go to the Su preme 
Cou rt some day. He is, of cou rse, 
one of the ablest lawyers in the 
cou ntry. He started his career as 
private secretary to the late Ju s­

XTEW FARM legislation which 
C o ngr e s s has finally wor 
ried 
t h r o u gh 
is 
another 
patchwork job. 
In this jerry 
bu ilt bill are bins—or 
amend­ 
ments—for cotton, potatoes and 
peanu ts. A wheat amendment or 
two was considered, bu t finally 
knocked ou t. 
The rigid cotton acreage allot 
ment formu la which Congress 
passed two years ago proved ab­ 
solu tely 
u nworkable 
in 
19 49 . 
Something had to be done abou t 
it. Bu t cotton planting has al­ 
ready begu n in deepest Texas. 
So the 
new 
amendment 
was 
ru shed throu gh practically with­ 
ou t hearings. 
It will add abou t 1,200,000 acres 
onto the 21,000,000 cotton acre­ 
age floor approved last year. As 
that floor produ ced more cotton 
than the cou ntry cou ld consu me, 
the new amendment means only 
that the government will have to 
pile u p still bigger su rplu ses. The 
cost is estimated by Sen. Clinton 
Anderson of New Mexico at $75,- 
0 0 0,0 0 0. 
The potato section provides 
both 
acreage 
and 
marketing 
qu otas on the 
1951 
crop. 
An 
amendment to apply these con­ 
trols on the 19 50 crop was intro­ 
du ced last October. If passed, it 
might have saved $80,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 on this year’s crop. 
Then to throw good money aft­ 
er bad, another amendment was 
added. It will permit’the govern­ 
ment to pay freight on the su r­ 
plu s potatoes it 
has 
to 
give 
away to tax-su pported welfare 
agencies. 


THE PEANUT amendment was 
proposed for last year’s farm 
bill by Rep. 
Stephen Pace of 
Georgia, bu t it was killed at the 
last 
minu te. 
Sen. 
Walter 
F. 
George of Georgia was more su c­ 
cessfu l this year. In effect, his 
amendment wou ld pu t in a two- 
price su pport 
system 
which 
wou ld be almost impossible to 
administer. And i# wou ld take off 
all acreage restrictions on pea­ 
nu ts grown for oil. 
The history of this peanu t poli­ 
tics is an amazing example of 
how balled u p farm legislation 
can become. Congress first pro­ 
vided price su pports for edible 
peanu ts in 19 38, when they were 
declared a “basic” crop, along 
with wheat, cotton, corn and to­ 
bacco. 
Then by the famou s Steagall 
amendment of wartime, peanu ts 
cru shed for oil were declared 
a “nonbasic” crop. This permit­ 
ted the secretary of agricu ltu re 
to apply price su pports it needed 


to encou rage produ ction. The 
wartime demand for peanu t oil 
was so great, however, that soon 
the price of oil peanu ts shot u p 
to the edible peanu t level. 
k From 19 43 to 19 47 all peanu ts 
were treated as “basic” and re­ 
ceived the same price su pport. 
Peanu t acreage rose above the 3,- 
000,000 mark. Bu t the Army de­ 
mand was so great that the gov­ 
ernment lost no money on its pea­ 
nu t operations. 
Peanu t acreage in 19 49 was or­ 
dered cu t abou t 22 per cent. Even 
so, it was impossible 
to 
keep 
su pply u nder demand. Instead of 
leaving acreage redu ction to » the 
Department of Agricu ltu re, how­ 
ever, 
Congress 
tacked a rider 
onto the cotton bill which speci­ 
fied that in 19 49 no state cou ld 
be cu t below 60 per cent of its 
19 48 peanu t acreage, and that the 
national acreage shou ld not be 
u nder 2,100,000. 


m * 
THE RESULT was a national 
crop of 1,000,000 tons, and Uncle 
Sam stood on the hot deck this 
past year, bu ying peanu ts by the 
million peck. The crop isn’t all 
marketed, bu t the loss is expected 
to be abou t $40,000,000. 
In this situ ation, along comes 
the George amendment: It is so 
complicated that only a peanu t 
politician can u nderstand it. In 
effect it sets u p a two-price sys­ 
tem for edible and oil nu ts. It re­ 
qu ired the government’s Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation 
to 
su pport edible peanu t priced at 9 0 
per cent of parity, which is now 
$212 a ton. This applies to all 
qu ota acvreage peanu ts. 
The George amendment then 
provides that all peanu ts grown 
in addition to the qu ota acreage 
crop shall be su pported at the 
price of peanu ts sold for cru sh­ 
ing, if marketed throu gh the 
CCC. The price of oil peanu ts, 
ru ns from $85 to $100 a ton. Hav­ 
ing to bu y u p all these su rplu s oil 
peanu ts from practically 
u nre­ 
stricted acreage is where the gov­ 
ernment wou ld take its terrific 
loss. 
Where this George amendment 
wou ld probably break down can 
be seen by a typical example. 
Su ppose a farmer had a 10-acre 
peanu t qu ota. Then su ppose he 
planted 20 acres. He cou ld sell 
the peanu ts from his 10-acre 
qu ota to CCC at the $212 price. ^ 
If he were honest he cou ld sell 
peanu ts from the qther 10 acres 
to the government at the $85 to 
$100 price. If he were dishonest 
he cou ld have his brother-in-law 
sell the nonqu ota acreage peanu ts 
at whatever he cou ld get for 
them on the open market.

Dick Gallagher 


Began In Ohio 


Coached A t I ronton 
f, 
High In Early '30's

IRONTON, O., March 23—(AP) 
—Because his team from tiny 
Pedro 
(population 
30) 
High 
School came into the city and 
stomped the Ironton Tigers 8 to C 
in the fall of 1932, Richard F 
(Dick) Gallagher was started or 
a coaching career that has carried 
him to the post of head men­ 
tor at the University of Sants 
Clara. 
Ironton High officials were sc 
impressed by the Pedro victory 
over their larger Class A Tigers 
that they hired y oung Gallagher 
just two y ears out of Kentucky 
Wesley an College, to become head 
coach in 1933. 
Gallagher stay ed at I. H. S 
seven y ears, compiling an im­ 
pressive record against some oJ 
the belter clubs of Ohio. In thal 
span. 
Gallagher-coached 
Tigei 
teams won 46 games, dropped 12 
and play ed eight ties. 
While at Ironton, Gallagher be­ 
came acq uainted 
with 
Johnny 
Brickels, then 
head coach 
ai 
Huntington High in West 
Vir­ 
ginia, and with Paul Brown, wht 
was compiling an unbelievable 
record at Massillon. Gallagher’s 
teams 
met 
neither 
those 
oi 
Brickels nor Brown, but those 
coaches realized the Ironton pi­ 
lot’s ability . 
After the war when Brickels 
and Brown were coaching the 
Cleveland Browns, they needec 
an end mentor after Red Conk 
right left the team. They remem 
bered Gallagher and summonec 
him from William and Mary Col­ 
lege, where he was head basebal 
and basketball coach, and an as 
sistant in football. 
Gallagher completed his thirc 
straight y ear as end skipper with 
the Browns last season. He is 
credited with the developmeni 
of two of pro football’s mightiesi 
wingmen, 
Dante 
Lavelli 
anc 
Mac Speedie. 
His outstanding work with the 
Browns attracted the attentior 
of Anthony 
J. 
Morabito, 
co- 
owner of the San Francisco 49 ers 
a Santa Clara alumnus. 
Mora­ 
bito and Marsh Leahy , also of the 
49 ers, are credited with familiar- 
izing the Santa Clara board oi 
athletic control with Gallagher 
Ever since 1935, the new Bron­ 
co grid boss has been searching 
for a shy , frail-appearing y outh 
with the same un a roused, but 
ex plosive, possibilities possessed 
by George McAfee at Ironton 
High in the fall of 1933. And 
if Gallagher ever finds another 
like him, he’ll know exactly 
what to do with him. 
McAfee, who was a second- 
„ 
string, 130-pound q uarterback in 
*33, later developed into one oi 
the greatest football play ers oi 
modern times. Gallagher used 
McAfee at q uarter to utilize the 
wiry kid’s uncanny field general­ 
ship and his deadly southpaw 
passing and punting strength. 
Under 
Gallagher’s 
guidance, 
McAfee became an All-Ohio back 
in 1935, and later was an All- 
America at Duke. With the Chi­ 
cago Bears just before and jus1 
after the war, McAfee became 
the most devastating open field 
runner in the game. 
At Ironton High, Gallagher was 
compelled to play larger schools 
much of the time, because there 
were very few teams of compar­ 
able size available in this vicinity . 
His Tigers met, and often de­ 
feated, such powers 
as Spring­ 
field, Hamilton, Portsmouth, Mid­ 
dletown, 
Columbus 
East 
and 
South, Day ton Steel and Kiser, 
Zanesville, Newark, Huntington 
and others. 
At Santa Clara, his role of Da­ 
vid will be familiar since such 
Goliaths 
as 
California, 
Rice, 
Stanford, Nevada and San Fran­ 
cisco loom large on the 
1950 
Bronco schedule. 
If Gallagher » remembers 
his 
Pedro win over Ironton and his 
later victories over Qhio’s best 
while at Ironton, he need not fear 
those behemoths of the Pacific 
coast.

TT’S a pity the repu tation of gar- 
**- 
lie prev ents it from ad d ing 
its wond erfu l aroma and flav or 
to the many d ishes it can im­ 
prov e. Bu t lately , the Nice Nellies 
hav e d one a d isappearing act, and 
more and more people are learn­ 
ing the tricks of a hint (or sou p- 
con, as the French wou ld say ) of 
garlic. 
And the French are ex perts in 
this aromatic field . They know 
that garlic is meant to be u sed in 
mod eration, bu t frequ ently to ad d 
d eliciou s bod y to almost any meat 
d ishes, v egetables, 
salad s 
and 
sou ps. It takes a cou ple of tricks 
u p y ou r sleev e to get ju st that 
right amou nt of flav or withou t 
ov er or u nd er d oing it: 
A roast of beef or lamb or a 
steak falls a little flat withou t a 
tou ch of garlic. Ru b gently with 
a cu t clov e before cooking, in­ 
sert a sliv er in the fatty part and 
remov e before serv ing, or d ip a 
steak in garlic flav ored oliv e oil 
before broiling. * 
In a sou p or stew y ou can get 
the flav or by tossing in a clov e 
of garlic, bu t what of the poor 
sou l who bites into it when d in­ 
ner is serv ed ? 
Instead cru sh a 
sliced or minced clov e with a lit­ 
tle salt, ad d a tablespoon or so of 
water to d issolv e the salt. Then 
remov e the pu lp which will float 
and ad d the water to the stew, 
casserole or meat ball mix tu re. 
Often spaghetti sau ce calls for 
fried onions and garlic. Start with 
the onions and fry u ntil tend er 
before ad d ing the minced garlic. 
Garlic bu rns easily , and scorched 
garlic is worse than none. 
Garlic bread is a mu st with 
spaghetti and meat balls. Heat 
bu tter with a few slices of garlic 
u ntil the bu tter is melted . Let

Good Food Takes Time 


By GAILE DUGAS 
XTEW YORK — (NEA)—In this 
^ * day of the packaged popover 
and the rapid cake mix, there ex­ 
ists one woman who would like 
to see American women spend 
more, not less, time in the kit­ 
chen. She is Mrs. Dione Wilson 
Lucas, who owns and actively 
operates the select Cordon Bleu 
Restaurant and Cooking School 
on New York’s upper East Side. 
Like any high priestess serv­ 
ing a cult, Mrs. Lucas has an ex­ 
treme and unsmiling devotion to 
the skillet. She can, and fre­ 
quently does, turn out an omelet 
fit for a gourmet in something 
under two minutes. Often she 
prepares nearly 200 omelets at 
noon. But she is no friend of 
the can opener. The more com­ 
plicated the recipe, the better 
Mrs. Lucas is apt to like it. 
Because she feels that good 
cookery is one of the few real 
creative outlets left to the aver­ 
age housewife, Mrs. Lucas is of­ 
ten heard to name time as the 
most important single ingredient 
in any recipe. In her cooking 
classes, she is wont to preface 
comments concerning 
a recipe 
with the remark: “This takes a 
long time to prepare.” She says 
this with obvious satisfaction. 
Her arrival in 
this 
country 
from England via Canada in 1941 
was concurrent with the war. Her 
chief assets were a diploma from 
the famed L’Ecole du Cordon 
Bleu in Paris and an impressive 
assortment of copper pots and 
pans. Though a Cordon Bleu di­ 
ploma means gilt-edged cooking 
proficiency and is therefore co­ 
veted in Europe, New Yprk was 
not at first impressed. Mrs. Lu­ 
cas had to earn money, so she 
got a job fluting mushrooms for 
a restaurant chain, eight hours a 
day, five days a week. 
“I have-not been overly fond 
of mushrooms since,” she says.

school, and she still flutes mush­ 
rooms, as well as instructing 
both men and women in other 
intricate krts such as rolling up 
a chocolate roll, or larding beef. 
She is a firm believer in the su­ 
periority of men over women in 
the kitchen because, she says, 
they have more imagination. 
As the only person in the

ed by many persons as a final 
authority on anything pertaining 
to food, but with a particularly 
sound sway oVer the omelet field.

renowned cast aluminum omelet 
pan. This pan is wiped clean 
with a cloth after each using and 
is never touched by water.

Mrs. Lucas, who has taught

HOW TO HARD COOK AN 
EGG 
There’s an old, old joke about 
the bride who doesn’t know how 
to boil an egg. But, the truth is, 
anyone can cook eggs that are 
tender, flavorful and attractive 
if a few simple rules are follow­ 
ed. 
The basic principle of cooking 
any egg dish is to use a moder­ 
ately 
low 
temperature. 
High 
Temperatures and overcooking 
toughen eggs. Hard cooked eggs, 
for .example, 
are 
frequently 
boiled rapidly for a long period 
of time. This may make them 
tough and rubbery. 
For uniform, satisfactory re­ 
sults, try hard cooking eggs as 
follows. Place the eggs in a pan 
and cover completely with cold 
water. Bring quickly to boiling 
point. Turn the heat down and 
simmer—do not boil—for 15 to 
20 minutes. Cool the eggs imme­ 
diately in cold water. This makes 
the shells easier to remove and 
prevents darkening of the yolks.

Yo u r hand to o ls sho u ld be kept, 
when no t in u se, in a dry drawer, 
cabinet o r carpenter’s chest To 
insu re dry ness, place a jar o f 
either silica g el o r mag nesiu m 
chlo ride in each to o l drawer and 
cabinet. 
Occasio nally wipe all metal 
to o l parts with a rag satu rated 
with lig ht machine o il. This 
keeps ru st to a minimu m. 
Sho u ld y o u r to o ls ru st, there 
are sev eral dependable ru st re­ 
mo v ers o n the market. They will 
wo rk u nless co rro sio n has g o ne so 
deep that the su rface is pitted.

UNQUIET ON THE WESTERN FRONT—The Western Air De­ 
fense Command will set up “as soon as possible” a tightly knit 
dual system of air raid warning and aircraft spotting along the 
entire Pacific coast area. A call has gone out for 50,000 volun­ 
teers to man spotting and warning stations within the command, 
indicated by white area on map. Of these, 25,000 will be needed for 
California alone. Spotting stations will be eight miles apart along 
the length of the coast. Spotters will feed their reports to seven 
“filter” stations (four shown). 
These co-ordinate reports and 
pass them on to the Air Force. Key raid warning centers will be 
manned “24 hours a day, seven days a week indefinitely.”

A Lo s Angeles seed firm has 
indiv idually co lo red zinnia and 
sweet pea seed; the dblo r o f each 
seed deno ting the shade o f the 
flo wer the seed is intended to pro ­ 
duce. 
Their ad reads “enjo y new 
co lo r magic in y o u r garden. Yo u 
create y o u r o wn ex quisite co lo r 
scheme befo re y o u plant simply 
by selectio n and arrangement o f 
seeds.”

During the past 10 y ears the 
numbers of people living on farms 
in Ohio and throughout the na­ 
tion have declined rapidly , re­ 
ports A. R. Mangus, rural sociol­ 
ogist of the Ohio Agricultural Ex ­ 
periment Station, 
Estimates made by the U. S. Bu­ 


reaus of the Census and of the 
Agricultural 
Economics 
show 
that the nation’s farm population 
numbered only 27.8 million in 
January 1949 compared with 30.5 
million in 1940. This represents 
a decline of 9.1 percent during the 
9-y ear period. 
No current estimates of farm 
population have been published 
for Ohio, continues Mangus, but 
federal estimates for the east 
north central states, including 
Ohio, show trends similar to

Automotive advertising topped 
all other categories thus far this 
y ear with a gain of 20 and three- 
tenths percent over 1949.
